Sin Roderick Murehison, President of 
the Royal Geographical Society, had an 
evening reception on May 4, at Willis's 

Rooms. The meeting of tho society 

was more than usually crowded at Bur- 
lington House, in consequence of the 
understanding that letters would bo read 
from Dr. Livingstone. In opening the 
proceedings, Sir Roderick Murehison, tho 
president? incidentally referred to the 
news from Abyssinia as a subject for gen- 
eral rejoicing. " The chief business of tho 
evening, however, was tho reading of 
official and other despatches from, or re- 
specting tho explorations of, tho great 
African traveller, upon whoso safety the 
president congratulated tho society and 
the country. Letters had been received 
by various persons in the country confirm- 
ing the glad tidings that Livingstone was 
alive and well. There was nothing new 
to add. except as to the geographical 
features of his perilous journey ; and this 
was cmbodii d in a long letter from tho 
Doctor to JSir Roderick himself, dated 
Beroba, Feb. 2, 1867. The letter spoko 
very hopefully, but gave ono item of in- 
formation of no small importance to tho 
African traveller— Dr, Livingstone had 
lost all his medicines, which he Baid was 
the Forest loss of goods ho over sustained. 
If, he added, " fever comes, 1 am hoping 
to send it off by native remedies, and 
trust in the watchful cure of a Higher 
Power." Other letters were read from 
Mr. Churchill, Consul at Zanzibar, to 
Lord Stanley, and from Dr. Kirk, fully 
corroborating the welcome intelligence 
^warded, not Jojjjr mo., .After these 
documents had been rend. Sir Koderick 
tepvuvcu is/crptj »o tamr j»™-kihio- 
guished friend was safe, and the admira- 
tion ho had of his indomitable persever- 
ance and pluck. Pussing lo tho future, 
ho thought that, if Livingstone took the 
short route back, he might be in England 
in tho autumn, hut that if ho continued 
his explorations northward, ho might bo 
absent eighteen months longer.
